Only Minutes Needed For Verdict In Cuban Courts ‘ 


(EDITORS NOTE: A United

Castro guerrilla veteran, the tr i­ 


bunal consisted of two other m e m ­ 
bers cf the rebel m ov em ent — a 
m ifitiam an and a civilian m em b er 
of the rebel underground. 
Charged With “ War Crimes” 
The tribunal sat behind a bare 
wooden table holding docum ents 
relating 
to 
the 
alleged 
“ war 
c rim e s” of the accused.

Leonard and a private soldier. Se­ 
gundo Napoles, who sat on folding 


wooden chairs when not ad dress­ 
ing th e court. 
The proceedings continued for 
four hours, with Chaviano reading 
the 
ch arg e sheets 
accum ulated 
during an investigation and with 
the accused rising to argue their 
defense. 
At one point L eonard vigorously 
disputed his form er com m anding 
officers’ assertions to the court. 
T he press and w itnesses were 
pe rm itted to attend the trial but 


residents of the area w ere exclud­ 
ed and could only peer in through 
th e dusty windows. 
Once the long testim ony was 
finished 
Chaviano 
cleared 
the 
court and the accused men w^ere 
retu rned to their cells. Five m in ­ 
utes later the verdict was ready 
end the m en w ere brought again 
into the courtroom. 
Sentenced To Be Shot 
Chaviano 
read 
the 
verdict: 
“ Guilty” and sentenced them to 


be shot. He then saluted Lopez 


who returned the salute, wheeled 


and again was sent to his cell. 


The rebels sent a R om an C ath­ 


olic priest. Fr. Ju an Langlois of 
M ontreal, into Lopez’ cell w here 
he spent several m inutes hearing 
the captain's confession. 


The priest had been gone only a 
few m inutes when shouting echoed 
throughout the jail. Rebel guards 
rushed to Lopez’ cell and found 


him clutching his throat, gurgling 
and gasping.
